BOSTON, Feb. 17.—Reports of bitter cold- 


ness are pouring in Irom all over New 
England today. Not only was this the 
coldest morning of the winter throughout 
many sections of New England, 
but 


some points record a reading unequalled 
for several years. 


Stories of freezing and intense suffering 


are beginning to come in from various di- 
rections, and it will not be surprising if 
many lives are lost in the terrible cold 
wave now passing over the northeastern 
portion of the United States. 


In this city the thermometer registers 


11 degrees below. The lowest reading re- 
ported 
from New England is 42 de- 


grees below zero. Other points report 
thermometers ranging down to 30 below. 


Some of the coldest places reported are 


in New York state where the cold seems 
to be severest, especially in the central 
and northern portions. 


SARAKAC LAKE, N. Y., reports the low- 


est thermometer register on record there, 
49 degreed below last night. 


Watertuwn, N. Y., the thermometer 


ranged last night and this morning from 
35 to 38 degrees below. 


Rochester N. Y., reports a fall of 60 de- 


grees from Saturday Boon to Monday 
morning, reaching 20 degrees below. 
There were no school sessions in many 
places in Qenesee county on account of 
the cold. 


At Saratoga, N. Y., it was 32 degrees bo- 


low this morning, 30 below at Lyons, 30 
below at Malone and 40 below at Mea- 
cham Pond. 


At Albany the ice dealers are happy. 


Up to thin time only 5 per cent, of the nor- 
mal ice crop has been harvested. But to- 
day, with the thermometer 12 degrees be- 
low, the ice made rapidly and the ice men 
got to work at once. The same report 
comes from all along the Hudson river. 


The first story of suffering comes from 


Highland Light. The fishing schooner, 
Gertie \Vinbnr, from the Banks went 
ashore at 3 o'clock this morning near 
Kace Poiiit. The life saving crew rescued 
seventeen after a heroic struggle. It was 
intensely cold and the men were all more 
cr less frost bitten.

FIRE DISTKIC'l'. 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript,] 


BOSTON, Feb. 17.—The express office of 


the N. Y. N. H. & H. K. K., Old Colony 
division, was burned this forenoon, and 
the outer train house and the main depot 
sheds were damaged. 
The flro started nt 9.-15 o'clock by the up- 
setting of a stove in the office of the New 
York and Boston Despatch Express com- 
pany, and threatened' to destroy the entire 
station and surrounding buildings. GOjd 
work, despite the intense cold weather, of 
the firemen got control of the fire before 
it bad spread to any extent. The loss is 
confined to the train sheds. The express 
office loss will probably not exceed ?35,- 
000 and is covered by insurance. 


Abont 300 feet of the lower train sheds, 


about 50 feet of the main depot, together 
with four freight cars were destoyed and 
a dozen passenger car5 badly damaged by 
smoke and water. 


The scene of the fire was in the midst of 


the most dangerous fire district in the 
city. This fact, together with the knowl- 
edge that close to the spot —tiere the 
blaze broke out was stored 50 ba re's of 
kerosene, prompted a general at—.. which 
was rung. In addition to this a high wind 
prevailed. Almost the entire force of the 
district was needed to protect the sur- 
rounding property. Several firemen were 
victims of frost bites.

this morning in the five-story brick build- 
ing occupied by P. C. Thompson, Lake 
soap manufacturer. 
The building and 


contents were entirely destroyed and 
several dwellings were also burned.

festation 
of an 
unfriendly disposition 


towards the United States. 


In the house today Cannon of Illinois 


reported from the committee on appro- 
priations the urgent deficiency bill which, 
with the senate amendments thereto, had

Is it good for 
the will, is it good for the sick, or is it 
worth anything f.B a preventative of sick- 
ness? What is this delusion under which 
we are laboring and whence does 
it 


come ? It is largely traditional. We have 
accepted the notions of our ancestors, but 
this is a time when old notions are ex- 
ploded unless they have something more 
than tradition to stand upon. 
To my 


mind this delusion is tlie saddest and the 
oddest that ever held the human mind in 
bondage. 


The speaker said that from 50,000 to 


70,000 people are killed by alcohol in this 
country every year, as is proven by statis- 
tics. Kurely an agent which produces this 
result cannot be called healthful. Aluuhol 
is the deadliest of all poisons, if we* jud^c 
by the number of its victims. And alcohol 
is not nutritious. It is no more nutritious 
than a piece of cork, and less so than iron. 
This is easily understood when it is ex- 
plained that it is absolutely indijje^tibk*. 
It congests and destroys the stomach and 
passes on to the liver, kidneys and brain 
with detrimental effects to all. 


Father Ryan then pictured a barroom 


fc'cene in a most vivid way, showing the 
nttfir degradation to \vbic!i drink will re- 
duce a man. He quoted hl^h authorities 
to show that alcohol has uu vui-.ie in a food 
or medicine. Hes.iid Ihalf^a confessor 
lie had questioned m-.j:i r.s t i d-iiikin^ ard 
to abstaining, a.id never in a single in- 
stance had they denied that they were 
better oil' in every ivjy when they U-t 
liquor alone.

It turns 
the home, which should tu> a hcuven. into 
it hell, bliglUH tlie lives of wives and 
mothers, clothes children in ra^* and 
swells the army that fills our insane asy- 
lums and penitentiaries. In tho juimc of 
reason, if nothing higher, he asked, why 
don't yon quit the accursed tiling when 
you behold the ruin it works' The Itnnd- 
n£G it jnllicts isa worse slavery than ever 
existed in the South. \Ve boast, oftbis 
land of freedom, but no man is i'rrt; who 
comes under tlie blighting power of intrni- 
perance. The speaker closed bis c]<-<|!!cnt 
address by appealing to bis bearers to *'n- 
Hst under the banner of total abstinence.

THE BOSTON AND ALBANY ROAD. 


[From the Springfield Republican.] 


Tlip futnre of the Boston and Albany 


railroad will be best conserved by paying 
caret ul and friendly attention to the devel- 
opment of its local traffic. That Presi- 
dent Bliss appreciates this appears in 
the ottention that has been given to serv- 
ing the suburban travel in the neighbor- 
hood of Boston. The attractive local sta- 
tions, built of stone and surrounded by 
carc-ially-kept bits of green, the model 
road-bed, the removal of grade crossings 
nil a long the line of the road— these things 
embody a foresight ana care that are a 
mailer of pride to the traveling public no 
less than to the management of the road. 
Much has been and is being done in the 
essentials that go to make the reputation 
of this road. In general it has a good 
nan e with the traveling public and among 
railroad men the country over. 


Bo far so good. But there is more to be 


done if the Boston and Albany railroad is 
to become all it ought to be. In all the 
history of this road there has been some- 
thing lacking in the attitude it hag taken 
toward its local patrons in Berkshire 
county. If Mr. Bliss or Zenas Crane or 
Mr.vor Houghton have any doubts on this 
BCO re let them talk with leading citizens 
of that section of the state. The day 
must come when all properly conducted 
railroads will maintain an officer to hear 
thi grievances of their patrons, not in a 
spirit of reluctance or antagonism, bnt in 
cordial reciprocal effort to render at all 
points the best po.-,=ible service. More 
caii be done in this line than ever has 
been done. The interests of the public 
and the road are not antagonistic but 
mutual -an idea not entertained by the 
old regime of railroad men, and slow to 
iniike its way even now. If this true con- 
ception of the situation were more gener- 
ally adopted the chances of legislative in- 
terference with the railroads would, be 
mightily reduced, and the law departmenl 
of such a corporation would have much 
It '.3 to do. 


There is much complaint in the Berk- 


shire papers just now that the service on 
the Pittsfield and Xorth Adams branch o: 
the Boston and Albany railroad is no; 
what it ought to be to serve the conven< 
ieuce of the people— and this criticism is 
nut new. It has been hoard for years, aik 
lending citizens of North Adamsand Pitts- 
liild say that s^nnt attention has ever 
bi-en paid to their requests or complaints. 
ll is in order to Mutest to the powers that 
be in the Boston headquarters of the Bos- 
ten and Albany rjlhoad that it is poor 
imliry for the road to incur ill-will in any 
quarter, however ifcr.iote it may be. The 
election of Albert C. Ilouyhton of North 
Adams on the board of directors of this 
v.isu! was accepted as an omen of better 
things to come- and such it ought to 
prove. In this era of cKctric railroads it 
lull be the part of prudence and good 
tense for the steam roads to nurse their 
local trailic in all reasonable ways.

In 
nine cases ont of ten, however, tho foot 
covering is to bliime, either because of its 
shape or Its material. 
Save iu warm 


weather and for low cut shoes leather, as 
ordinarily prepared, has serious objections. 
It lacks two prime qualities—porosity aud 
capacity for absorption—being in this re- 
spect too much like rubber. 


No foot can rnmain either comfortable 


or healthy if kept in a perpetual bath of 
Its own emanations and execrations. 
Leather, especially that of the more porous 
varieties, may be tolerated for the outside, 
but for cold weather it should always be 
lined with woolen cloth, or better, with 
wool felt. In fact, for all cold climates, 
aud for winter wear in all climates where 
there is any winter, a footgear made from 
all.wool felt approaches the ideal. Accord- 
'ing to modern notions, any illness In one 
part of tho body may bo occasioned by 
some irritating cause far removed from 
the seat of itlie trouble. Just how this is 
cannot always be clearly explained, but 
that such connection does sometimes exist 
is beyond dispute. In tho matter under 
discussion, if the nerves of the wholo body 
are Irritated by a tight shoe or the extreme 
coldness of the extremities makes extra 
demand upon the blood supply, thoro is 
neither nerve force nor blood enough left 
for other functions.—Vocalist. 


Mewniwpar File* Under Guard. 


A complete file of each of the newspa- 


pers that have been published in Chicago 
since the firo—in fact, more complete than 
is to bo found in many of tho newspaper 
offices—is one of tho features of the Chica- 
go Public library. When the editors of the 
various newspapers are appealed to in ro- 
gard to articles that have appeared in their 
papers, they, with one accord, refer the 
applicant to the Public library. In addi- 
tion to persons BO referred, there are a 
largo number of people, who, knowing of 
those flies, are constantly wanting cithor 
the whole or n portion of the articles they 
have react, but failed to preserve. Many 
of these requests are for articles of very 
recent (late, and tho area from which they 
come \i only limited by the circulation of 
the Chicago papers, together with such pa- 
pers as make excerpts from them. 


There lg probably nothing in the library 


that 'is tht) source of more request than 
these flies of Chicago newspapers, and 
there is certtiinly nothing more closely 
guarded. This latter fact accounts for the 
file In the Public library bein« more per- 
fect than aro many of those in tho offices 
whore the paper is published. It is not 
quite easy to understand why » person 
who would not think ot tearing » page 
from a book wilt ruthlessly mutilato a 
newspaper file that is far more valuable. 
But the fact remains, and for this reason 
tint newspaper flics Bt the Public library 
are constantly guarded. No one is per- 
mitted to examine them save under the 
surveillance of tho guard.—Chicago Trib- 
une.

Leaching of Barnyard Manure. 


In a report from the New York sta- 


tion Professor Roberts makes plaiu that 
horse manure when thrown out ill a 
pile unsheltered from tha weather los*s 
Dearly half its valuo iu eix mouths. 
Mixed barnyard manure -when piled in 
a close pile so that fermentation is very 
slow, but without protection from rain- 
fall, loses about one-tenth of its value, 
while the loss if thrown under the eaves, 
to be leached by rains and thaws of 
winter, is much greater. At this station 
fresh manure piled in conical heaps in 
January shrank 65 percent in weight by 
April, and the loss of its fertilizing in- 
gredients was equal to $3 per cord of the 
manure.
